and Vancouver. Even old workmen 
in line for pensions, went home and n 
seems to be the most complete in the 
history of railroad shops in Canada 
•Every wheel in the shops stopped and 
eve-iy fire died out when the whistle 
blew seceral short blasts, caretaker 
and fort-men alone being left to put 
the places in shape for the period o!

only living ex-president next March, 
Mr. Roosevelt departs for his dash into 
the jungle for a year's absence, the 
thrill will be such that many of us can 
hardly wait until the huntsman's own 
story Is written by himself and pub- 
lished broadcast to an avid earth. That 
this story will be all of the six best 
thrillers amalgamated is not to be dis- 
puted. 


For seven years Mr. Roosevelt has 


been held in check by the reins of of- 
fice. , He has been bitted and curbed. 
He has been restrained hy a steady 
job, so that he has been unable to do 
what he wants to do. 
"When he re- 


.turns to the liberty of a crivate citizen

Before the- coming fall election it 


will be the duty of every elector in 
•Newark to register so that he can 
vote. This is compulsory 
under the 


law, and must be done every Presi- 
dential year. There will be five reg- 
istration days, commencing the first 
Thursday in October. 
Workmen are 


engaged in constructing the new steel 
voting houses in Columbus, and they 
w.ill be brought here and set up in 
the places, -where they are the most 
needed by the time the first registra- 
tion day rolls around.

More clearly than any of the 
n.onths that has preceded it, July was 
marked with the evidence of a cheer- 
ful spirit, returning to general lines 
of commercial activity and the results

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are lending encouragement to manu- 
facturers as, to the future. 


The fact that the past month com- 


mended itself to attention 
by 
the 


»arge tonnage of iron and steel pro- 
ducts placed upon mill books through 
new contracts and the renewals 
of 


those expired, was not in itself exact- 
ly unexpected. Representing the be- 
ginning of the 
second 
half of the 


year, July has become a proverbial 
time for the covering of annual and 
semi-annual requirements of consum- 
ers, and, with the added impetus of 
price concessions made a short time 
before, this year has proved no ex- 
ception in this respect. 


But the hopeful tone that is spread- 


ng from the month is not so much 
in contracts placed as in specifications 
filed against contracts, the true index 
to consumptive needs, and that upon 
which mill operations are based. The 
specifications received in the 
period 


just passed aggregate the largest vol- 
ume of the year for some steel com- 
panies. This has been particularly 
true in steel bars and in a less de- 
gree in other lines including plates 
designed for pipe manufacture. 
As a. 


result, the mills producing the favored 
ines. have increased their operations: 
others, less fortunate as to their pro- 
ducts, have barely sustained the rec- 
ord of the past.

Captain Baldwin's Dirigible Is Ninety 


Feet Long, 
With Displacement of 


1,280 Pounds — Value of Balloon* In 
Scouting. 
Captain Thomas S. Baldwin of Cali- 


fornia, one of the competitors in the 
tests to be soon held by the United 
States army at Foit Myer, Va., to as- 
certain practicable military means of 
aerial navigation, has a balloon which 
is about ninety feet in length and has 
only one balloonetto in the gas bag. It 
has a displacement of 1,2SO pounds and 
•will carry two men, one to operate and 
steer the balloon, while the other 
may devote all .his time to making ob- 
servations of the country traversed. 
The gas bag is of silk, -re-enforced •with 
rubber, and Is capable of resisting a 
pressure equal to ninety-five pounds to 
the square inch. The engine is a 
thirty horse power motor, which will 
drive a propeller. \\ hich will be placeil 
in the forepart of the dirigible. The

construction of Captain "Baldwin's bal- 
loon is so simple that It can be as- 
sembled within thirty-sis hours. 


"The science of aerial navigation," 


said Captaiu Baldwin to a Washing- 
ton correspondent of the New York 
Sun, "has been practically solved, but 
the next few years -will see great im- 
provements in airship construction. 
Count von Zeppelin, the German 
aeronaut, has had great success with 
his large dirigible, and the Wright 
brothers, A. M. Herring, the associa- 
tion -which built the June Bug and 
many other aeroplane inventors have 
demonstrated that heavier than air 
machine^ are also quite successful. I 
believe it -will be only a short time ber 
fore -we shall see a successful com- 
bination of these two types of airships, 
and the problem of aerial navigation 
•will then be completely solved." 


Captaiu Baldwin's dirigible is unique 


because of the fact that the specifica- 
tions prepared by the army signal 
corps will not allow him to raise and 
lower his machine by sliding his posi- 
tion m the framework. He has intro- 
duced several box kites for this put- 
pose. Eight kites have been arranged 
in sets of four each fore and aft on 
the framework of the car. They are 
controlled by levers and change their 
positions according to the will of the 
operator. Another new feature in Cap- 
tain Baldwin's dirigible is a rubber net- 
ting which contracts the lower part of 
the gas bag as the gas expands, under 
the influence of the cooler outside air. 


"Aeronauts have often, made this 


mistake," Captain Baldwin continued, 
"of leaving the mouth of the gas bag 
open. In case this is done air enters 
the gas bag and weakens the lifting 
power of the gas. This happened in 
the international race from St Louis 
last year, vthere several of the con- 
testants were obliged to descend pre- 
maturely from waste of gas. If the 
mouths of their gas bags had been 
closed they could have remained in 
the air an indefinite time. With fur- 
ther improvements in the material of 
the gas bag and additional protection 
of the gas within I believe that in a 
short space of time the dirigible bal- 
loons of the near future will be able to 
circumnavigate the world without onca 
.landing. 


"My dirigible is a combination of dis- 


coveries made by other aeronauts. 1 
have gathered together what I regard-* 
ed as the best ideas and combined 
them in my machine. There are many 
experimenters now -working upon tho 
problem of aerial navigation, and I 
believe it will be only a few years be- 
fore it has been accomplished."

While he does not believe that the 


flying machine has yet shown itself to 
be entitled to consideration, Colonel 
Scriven said he believes that experi- 
ments made in Europe with the dirigi- 
ble balloon as well as with lesser ones 
in this cowntsy show tbat these ships 
of the air will be valuable in collecting 
information about, the enemy which 
heretofore has been impossible. 


In discussing1 these possibilities Colo- 


nel Scriven said he is of the opinion 
that balloon scouts may be enabled to 
get an_ almost, complete photographic 
picture snowing lortilicatKrtis aud lue 
distribution of forces by means of the 
telephoto, a new instrument vrith 
which, by the use of an extra lens, if 
Is possible to focus on objects at a dis 
tauce of perhaps a • mile and secui e 
such detail as will make the picture 
seem as if it had been taken at a fev 
hundred feet. 
Colonel Scriven ex- 


plained that the camera could be 
placed in the bottom of the balloon 
and operated by clock-work. 


He stated that there would be some 


danger of a balloon being hit by pro- 
jectiles-while eng-pged in such scout 
•work. It has been demonstrated in 
Europe, he said, that a balloon at a 
height of one mile can- be destroyed 
by gun- fire, and a mile is about the 
limit of ascent. 


The balloon in warfare, said this of- 


ficer, might also be -used to tow ex- 
plosives through the air and drop them 
Into tfce enemy's strongholds.
